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1958 TOWN MEETING 


The usual Town Officers were elected. 


The Tax Collector was authorized to allow tax discounts 
and to appoint a Deputy. The Selectmen were authorized to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

The report of the committee on Town Owned property 
was read and accepted, and the Selectmen were authorized to 
sell property taken by tax title or otherwise, subject to this 
report. 

$10,000. was appropriated, to be raised by serial notes, 
to purchase the dam and water rights at the head of Smith River. 

$5,350. was appropriated, to be raised by serial notes, for 
a two way radio communication system for Civil Defense and 
the various Town Departments. 

The proposal to sell the old B & M RR station to the Wolfe- 
boro National Bank for $8,000. was defeated. 

The proposal to use the bequest of the late Martha A. 
Goodwin to build a Community Recreation Center was also 
defeated. 

The Parks and Playgrounds Commission were instructed 
to appoint an advisory council consisting of representatives of 
all groups interested in public recreation in Wolfeboro, and 
to report at the next Town Meeting their findings relative to 
pub.ic recreational interest and needs in Wolfeboro. 

The following amounts were raised and appropriated for 
town highway construction: 

$1,500. Grove Street 
2,500. East Clark Road and Goodrich Road 
2,250. Green Street 

6,000. Road to Airport (subject to acceptance as a 

town road.) 

The Article calling for $500. for drainage for Cropley Hill 
was passed over after the Selectmen stated that the Highway 
Dept. could correct the situation there out of their own budget. 

The Act of Legislature relative to dissolving the Wolfeboro 
Village Fire Precinct was approved. 

The legacy under the will of the late C. Edward McKinney 
was accepted. 

The Selectmen were instructed to include an article in the 
Warrant for the next Annual Town Meeting which wiil enable 
the voters to decide if they want a non-partisan type of election 
in the future. 

The report of the Committee on the Town History was 
read and accepted with thanks. 

The total town budget approved, $184,052.30, of which 
$23 850.00 is to be raised by serial notes.

M. to 
act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Auditors, 
Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, and Town Constable for the en- 
suing year, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, one 
Water & Sewer Commissioner for three years, three members of 
the Budget Committee for three years, two parks and playgrounds 
Commissioners for three years, one Fire Commissioner for three 
years, one Municipal Light Commissioner for three years, and 
one or more Overseers of the Poor for one year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose one Highway Agent, or to instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint one Highway Agent. 


ARTICLE 3. To choose all other Town Officers and Agents. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate 
of discount not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow 
money on short term notes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in an- 
ticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section 
42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended by 
Chapter 7 of the Laws of 1945. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the

recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and ap- 
propriate the various sums contained in the report and listed in 
the Budget. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $3500.00 for the purpose of moving and 
re-erecting the Pleasant Valley School house on the Clark His- 
torical House lot. The building to become the property of the 
Town of Wolfeboro and to be used by the Wolfeboro Historical 
Society in accordance with the terms of the lease under which the 
Society now operates the Clark House and grounds as a Historical 
Museum. 


ARTICLE 10. To determine if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate and raise Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) for the 
Bicentennial Celebration of the Town.

To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
nonpartisan system as provided in RSA 59:73 and 59:77 for the 
election of town officers. 


ARTICLE 14. To determine if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to sell thirty-two feet of Town Land on 
the northwesterly side of Railroad Avenue to the Country 
Smokehouse, Inc. Said land was formerly a part of the B & M 
property upon which is now located a section of the Country 
Smokehouse Building. Said parcel measures approximately 
thirty-two feet along Railroad Avenue by twenty-six feet in depth 
to the high water mark on Smith River. 


The price is to be determined by three appraisers, one to 
be chosen by the Selectmen, one to be chosen by Country Smoke- 
house, Inc., and the third to be chosen by the first two appraisers.

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Selectmen’s Progress Report 


Taxes: 


The annual inventory was taken and our town is still growing 
in assets, with an increased valuation of $204,155., giving us a 
gross valuation of $8,117,635. compared to $6,174,815. in 1958. 

The tax rate of $3.85 per $100 remained the same outside 
the precinct, and the rate inside the precinct did increase a 
small amount, from $4.16 per $100. to $4.22. 

The budget was again increased by $44,000. and the cost of 
goods and services has greatly increased, so we think we will 
all agree that our tax rate is being kept within reason. 

In this connection, out of 360 odd cities and towns in the 
state, only 41 had a lower tax rate, and those that did have a 
lower rate do not provide the services that Wolfeboro does. 


PURCHASING AND EXPENDITURE: 


Again we kept our expenditures to actual needs, and through 
competitive bidding and sound business practices, savings 
amounted to $9,300.00. 


HEALTH: 


Again this item had considerable attention. Our dumps 
were properly maintained and treated. Polution of our lakes 
and streams was eliminated in certain areas. Our town beaches 
were policed, containers for refuse were provided, and contents 
regularly disposed of. 

Our beaches and waterfront areas were raked and free of 
floating debris. Again we had splendid cooperation from the 
truckers who haul garbage and rubbish, to keep our highways 
clean. 

The extension of our sewer system eliminated many a 
health hazard, and it is hoped that in the future it may be 
further extended. 

Again certain septic tanks were causing trouble, ond these 
conditions were immediately corrected. 

We are again grateful that we had no serious epidemic in 
the past year. 

There is nothing more important than health, and we ask 
all our citizens to aid us in this endeavor. 


REAL ESTATE: 


We continue to get proper rentals from town property, 
which return $3960.04 per year, compared to $100, four years ago. 

Six excess and unused town lands were sold for a total of 
$2,125., and they now become revenue producing properties 
through taxes for the town. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT: 


We feel that our police department did a good job con- 
sidering increased numbers of people, motor vehicles, boats, 
and greater activity from some of our younger generation. 

Some criticism has been heard because of our police activity 
in enforcing our speed laws and traffic regulations. 

As we all know, over 40,000 people were killed and over 
2,600,000 were injured in motor vehicle accidents in the United 
States last year. 

We would like to call to your attention that the town received 
from the State of N. H. Motor Vehicle Department a certificate 
of Achievement, in recognition of outstanding highway pre- 
vention activities, and for completing the year without a fatal 
motor vehcle traffic accident. 

We believe that our police policy had something to do with 
this, and we propose to continue to carry out this strict policy 
in the coming year. 

Our department has done a great deal of work with some 
of our future citizens with splendid results. 

We are still controlling the distribution of obscene books and 
magazines, which is most important. We also had for the 
first time complete police protection 24 hours a day throughout 
the year. 


GENERAL ITEMS: 


1. The Smith Power dam was purchased, and the water 
level in Crescent and Wentworth lakes was controlled at the 
proper level. Certainly a much needed service to all our residents 
situated on these lakes. 

2. The 2-way radio system has been installed ini our 
Highway, Fire, Water, Electric and Police Departments, and 
has already proven its worth many, many times, in cases of 
emergency. 

3. Grove street, Cropley Hill, and the road to the airport 
was rebuilt, and the drainage on Clark road was corrected. 

4. Steps were taken to take over the activities of the 
precinct as of January 1, including the real estate. 

5. As you know, the town accepted the will of C. Edward 
McKinney, which in future years will give the town additional 
valuable recreational shore property. 

6. A full time mechanic was employed at the Highway 
Garage, which resulted in a net saving of over $2,000., to say 
nothing of improved operation. 

7. A new dock was constructed at our town dock, to ac- 
commodate the ever increasing number of boats. It is inter- 
esting to note that Wolfeboro now has the finest and largest 
docking facilities of any location on the lake, and we are sure 
the boating public appreciates this. 
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8. The Libby Museum was again open, with many im- 
provements made, and an increase in patronage. 

9. Our civil defense director, Robert B. Emerson, has 
done a splendid job in setting up his activity, and it is now a 
going concern, which has long been needed. 

10. The selectmen again attended meetings and schools, 
where valuable information was received in planning highways, 
assessing, and town management. 

May we thank all our associates in other branches of our 
town government, the tax collector, the town clerk, the precinct 
commissioners, the fire department, the school department, the 
electric light department, the water and sewer department, the 
highway department, and all others, for their cooperation and 
understanding, as well as the State and county officials which 
we contact. 

May we also thank our residents, both summer and winter, 
for their cooperation and support. 

We are your duly elected officers of the town, and are res- 
ponsible to the citizens for our actions. We always welcome 
constructive suggestions as to how we can better serve our 
people. 

If we have made any improvements, corrected any bad 
conditions, made life easier or more pleasant for any individuals, 
or made our town a better place to live, work, and play, we will 
not have served in vain.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The total Budget for 1959, recommended by the Budget 
Committee, amounts to $418,551.59 as compared with an expen- 
diture of $416,029.77 in 1958, including an unpaid balance of 
$102,567.21 as of December 31, 1958, to be paid to the Wolfeboro 
School District before July 1959. 


Money borrowed in 1958 amounted to $23,850 of which 
$17,706.62 was expended before December 31. In 1959 we pro- 
pose to borrow $11,200 which will be explained later in this 
report. Income, other than taxes received or due in 1958, amount- 
ed to $61,926.30 while a conservative estimate for 1959 tax 
purposes is $51,760.66. 


The balance of expenditures for which property taxes must 
be assessed in 1959 will be approximately $355,590, if the Budget 
Committee’s recommendations are approved by the voters of 
the Town. 


For the first time in the recent history of the Town, the 
income and expenditures of the Fire Precinct, which ceased to 
exist on January 1, 1959 by action of the voters at the Town 
and Precinct meetings last March, have been combined with 
those of the Town as a whole. The principle effect of these com- 
binations is to produce a single property tax rate for 1959 for 
all taxpayers in the Town instead of two rates as heretofore. 
If the Budget Committee’s recommendations are adopted and the 
expected normal increase in property valuation is realized, the 
1959 tax rate will approximate $4.40 per $100 of valuation as 
compared with $4.15, which was the average rate for 1958. 


Your particular attention is directed to the schedule of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for 1958 and the estimated revenues and 
proposed appropriations for 1959 which appears at the end of 
this report under the caption “The Town Dollar.’ The usual 
detailed budgets follow this schedule. 


The Wolfeboro Historical Society has requested (Article 9) 
an appropriation of $3,500 to move the old school building from 
its present location in Pleasant Valley to Clark Park, to give the 
Society larger quarters the better to display some of their his- 
torical exhibits. The Bicentennial Committee has requested 
(Article 10) $1,500, so that the Town might more properly cele- 
brate its 200th Anniversary with pageants, band concerts, par- 
ades, etc. 


The Budget Committee has not included these requests in 
the regular budget for 1959. It feels that each request should 
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have full discussion in the Town Meeting and that any appro- 
priation for these projects should be decided directly by the vocers. 


TOWN PROPERTY 


The Bell and Clark Shops which were formerly under the 
jurisdiction of the Precinct Commissioners are now the respon- 
sibility of the Selectmen, and their income and expenditures are 
included with other Town buildings in the 1959 budget. The anti- 
quated heating plant in the Clark Shop should be replaced by 
more modern equipment and $1,200 has been inc‘uded in the 
appropriations for this purpose, with the recommendation that 
it be financed by serial notes over a period of four years. 


TOWN OFFICERS’ SALARIES AND EXPENSES 


The duties and responsibilities of Selectmen have increased 
materially in recent years and the stipend received by each has 
remained constant since 1952. The Budget Committee is rec- 
ommending an annual increase of $200 for each as a token of 
appreciation for the increased work incident to the duties of their 
office. Other small increases are recommended for the Auditors. 
An increase of $700 annually is also recommended for the Se- 
lectmen’s Clerk because of the increased responsibility and vol- 
ume of work required of him. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Instead of two budgets for this Department as in previous 
years, one budget has been prepared for 1959 and is compared 
in detail with the combined budgets of Town and Precinct for 
1958. The comparisons will be found on one of the fol:owing 
pages. Small increases are recommended for the permanent men. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The budget for 1959 is $2,600 greater than for 1958 princi- 
pally for two reasons. The cruiser which was destroyed late in 
December as the result of an unfortunate accident had to be 
replaced. However, it was anticipated that a new car would 
have to be purchased this year. As it turned out, the amount 
realized from the insurance company together with an appro- 
priation of only $1,100 was sufficient to provide the Department 
with a new car. An additional appropriation of $800 is recom- 
mended to provide compensation for extra duty when permanent 
police officers are off duty, as provided by law. 
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TOWN ROADS 


The uncertainties of the weather make it impossible to 
estimate accurately the amount needed to maintain adequately 
the more than 70 miles of Town roads. The amount appropriated 
for 1958 fell far short of the actual cost. We have consequently 
increased our appropriations by approximately $5,600 over last 
year for the normal expenditures of the Highway Department. 
We are of the opinion that the addition of this amount will pro- 
vide sufficient funds to cover the overall expenditures of the 
Department. 


It is further recommended to trade an old tractor, which has 
outlived its usefulness, for a new loader, at an estimated cost 
of $10,000, the money to be raised through 10 year serial notes. 
There is also a request, through Article 10 of the warrant, to 
resurface Forest Road. The Budget Committee recommends 
that as much of the work be done as possible in 1959 with an 
appropriation of $4,000. 


SCHOOLS 


The 1959-60 budget for the Wolfeboro School District is 
$18,881.31 in excess of the 1958-59 budget adopted a year ago. 
The increase is accounted for mainly in two large items. Brew- 
ster Academy has asked for $360 per pupil instead of $325, which 
was the cost last year, increasing the tuition cost for the expected 
135 high school students from Wolfeboro by $4,725. The School 
Board has proposed a new schedule of salaries for the Carpenter 
School teachers which increases this year’s budget $11,525 over 
last year’s, to $87,710. Action on the school budget will be taken 
at the School District meeting March 24. 


TOWN DEBT 


The Town aided the Water and Sewer Department with a 
loan of $6,060 during 1958, of which $60 has been repaid and 
$2,000 will be paid this year. The balance of $4,000, together 
with the $4,000 loaned in 1957 and the $4,000 recommended in 
the 1959 budget will bring the total amount loaned to $12,000. 
It is our understanding that repayments of this sum will begin 
in 1960. 


The total indebtedness of the Town, Precinct and Water and 
Sewer Department was $183,202 on December 31, 1958. 


The Budget Committee held two public hearings and met 
eleven afternoons with Town officials, heads of Departments and 
others, to prepare the Budget for the consideration and action 
of the voters. As usual, the Committee is indebted to and wishes 
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to thank Mr. Noyes Moore, Clerk of the Selectmen, the other 
Selectmen and all others who assisted in providing the necessary 
figures and information on which to base a realistic Budget for 
the guidance of the voters. We now place it in their hands for 
final determination.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


Many persons are still confused as to the location of the Tax 
Collector’s office, which is on Union Street in the rear of the 
Brewster Memorial Hall. 


It cannot be emphasized too strongly that Poll and Head 
Taxes are Demand Taxes, and are due when the bill is presented, 
and should a person who is liable not receive a bill, it is that per- 
son’s responsibility to ascertain why they did not get one. 


Persons signing an application for a driving license, regis- 
tration of a car, fishing or hunting license, should read carefully 
the affidavit before signing, as these taxes should be paid before 
applying. 


The Uncollected Property Taxes as of January lst are 
greater than last year. This condition can be attributed in the 
main that many tax payers are taking advantage of the fact that 
it has been the policy of Wolfeboro not to advertise unpaid taxes 
immediately after the due date, December 1st, and close the 
Tax Books by December 31st, or early January, as many towns, 
large and small, do. This policy places an undue burden on the 
town and the Tax Collector. 


Persons involved in the transfer of property should notify 
the Board of Selectmen of such a transfer, giving the name and 
address of the new owner. Also, when an address is changed, 
the Board of Selectmen should be given the new address. In 
1957 there were nearly 100 tax bills delayed in mailing because 
of lack of an accurate address. 


If there is any question as regards a tax bill the matter 
should be inquired into promptly in order to avoid interest charg- 
es for delayed payment after December Ist, of the tax year. 


The Tax Collector maintains regular Office Hours three 
days a week, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday from 9 A. M. until 
1 P. M. at the Town Offices, and is available at home. Part 
Time Tax Collectors are only required by Statute to be at the 
Town Office one day a month. The Tax Collector is classified 
as a part time Officer and so compensated.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
Feb. 3, 1959 


The year 1958 was essentially a healthy one and presented 
no serious problems. The early interest in taking preventive 
Salk Polio Vaccine in this community apparently showed its 
effect in the almost complete freedom from polio cases. How- 
ever, I urge strongly that everyone in the so-called polio age group 
of fifty or under have the 4th or Booster Polio Vaccine injection 
before summer so that the level of their immunity will be ade- 
quate to prevent the disease. The paralytic cases of polio in this 
country this past year were very high in number in patients 
inadequately protected by a sufficient number of injections. 


The Asian Flu epidemic which occurred throughout the 
world found Wolfeboro a poor host because of the great number 
of residents who took advantage of the Asian Flu Vaccine. 


The usual number of children’s infectious and contageous 
diseases occurred. The Health Officer is indebted to the excellent 
work of Mrs. Olive Prince as school and town nurse and to Dr. 
Harold Gregory for his continued and continual follow-up exam- 
inations of the school children. Their work emphasizes the 
important part that preventive medicine plays in the health of 
our community.

The reasons for the highway department overspending from 
January 1st to March meeting, are for the installation of new 
motors in the 1955 Chevrolet and 1955 Ford trucks; the motor in 
the Ford tractor being completely overhauled; and a new drive 
shaft and front end overhauling in the 1955 Ford. As you can 
see by the outside labor on repairs and parts, to keep the ma- 
chinery and trucks in condition, the amount was $5,580.67, which 
in my mind, proves that the town should buy one truck a year to 
prevent an exorbitant cost in up-keep. The above mentioned 
cost is one-quarter of the total money spent on the highway from 
January 1st to March meeting. 


The snowfall during January 1958 was 42.5”; February was 
31.0’: March, up to the 12th, 18:47, making 4 totalvonecoe . 
During this time the Highway crew worked 1183 hours overtime, 
and extra help, 711 hours, making a total of 1894 extra man hours.

WORK COMPLETED 


Pine Hill road, from Bert Eldridge’s to Ernest Kenney, has 
had 3 in mix, a sealing coat of asphalt, and the gutters cleaned, 
and guardrail post set. 

Gutters from Main street to end of Sewall Road on one side 
have been cut back and cleaned, also some on Forest Road. 

Brookfield Church to Robert Thurrell hennery cut back and 
cleaned, also down the Mt. to Ford Smith’s. 

There have been 9 new culverts replaced and 3 old ones re- 
Jaid, also about 500 rocks taken out or blasted. 

Dallas road has been cut on part of the black and graded 
with 4 inches of gravel. 

Norwood road gutters cleaned and cut back, with sand and 
gravel added. 

North Wolfeboro has had rocks blowed to keep water out 
of road; also 2 bad curves cut and widened. 

Bill Clark road had in 2 days, 3 hills cut with bulldozer and 
60 loads of gravel, donated by George Wakefield, with Town 
trucks hauling 4 hours only. 

Lake Region airport approximately two thousand feet has 
been graded and gravelled, and one coat T5 with guardrail post 
set. 

Cropley Hill has had drainage laid. 

Grove street has had drainage laid, gravel of 8 inches, and 
one coat Td. 

Underground drainage has been installed on East Clark and 
Goodrich Road. 

There has been fill and gravel put in at Libby Museum for 
a parking lot. 

Pleasant Valley road has been completed with fill and gravel 
and new bridge, with 3 inches asphalt mix. 


RECOMMENDATION 


When the Town has one 1941 Ford with no dump body, I 
believe we should have one new heavy duty Chevrolet 2 ton 
truck; also one sander to sand when tarring and ice storms.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, WATER DEPARTMENT 
Wolfeboro, N. H., January 20th, 1959 


During the past year much new work as well as many replace- 
ments were accomplished in the water Department. 


At Springfield Point 450 feet of 114, inch galvanized Pipe was 
installed to take care of two new Camps that were being built. 


On the Beech Pond Road at Pine Hill 520 feet of 114, inch 
galvanized Pipe was installed to supply the Homes of Curtis Pike, 
Ralph Carpenter and Mrs. Clinton Frost. 


The Hill School Line was extended with 560 feet of 114 inch 
Galvanized Pipe to give them an adequate supply of Water. 


Due to the fact that First National Store in the new Shop- 
ping center wanted to install a Sprinkler System 289 feet of 6 
inch Cast Iron Pipe was installed, all of the Cast Iron Pipe and 
Fittings was paid for by the new owners. 


At Pine Hill or Water Village Road 296 feet of 6 inch cast 
iron Pipe and 475 feet of 2 inch galvanized Pipe was installed to 
supply the Homes of James Davenport, Austin Clough and the 
New Home to be built by Stuart Stinchfield, also 1 new Hydrant 
was Installed on this Line which will give added Fire Protection 
to 5 more Homes. 


On the Middleton Road South Wolfeboro, we installed 100 
feet of 2 inch galvanized iron Pipe to serve the new House being 
built by Miss Ruth Langley. 


I new Hydrant was installed on North Main St. opposite Lake 
View Cabins to replace one broken by accident. 


On Clark Road about 1000 feet of 6 inch cast iron Pipe has 
been installed leaving about 400 feet more to be installed early 
Spring also 2 new Hydrants on this line. 


There were 19 new customers added to the Water system 
during the past year. 


There were a few breaks and leaks in the system which were 
taken care of as soon as possible. 


Once more I would like to thank the Water & Sewer Com- 
missioners also the Citizens of Wolfeboro for their co-operation 
during the past year.

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Forest Fire Warden Report 


Dear Mr. & Mrs. Family: 

Once again our region is covered with snow and the forest 
fire hazard has disappeared, but to your local forest fire warden 
it is just a time to check over his equipment and check the causes 
of the fires he has had. We know that our biggest cause of forest 
fires are careless people burning rubbish, brush or debris without 
a permit or in an unsafe place. When this fire gets away from 
them and help is needed to put it out they then plead that they 
did not know a permit was required for the incinerator or this 
{ype burning. Well, the old saying, ignorance of the law is no 
excuse, fits in here very well. The forest fire laws have been in 
the newspapers, on the radio and on television and are on some 
posters, and there should be no excuse for not knowing a permit 
is required for all outdoor burning. In this year’s report we are 
going to quote the law of the State of New Hampshire in regards 
to permits, this is found in Chapter 233 - Section 35 revised laws, 
State of New Hampshire. 


Permits 

35b No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be 
kindled any fire or shall burn or cause to be burned any 
material, and no city or town shall kindle or maintain a 
fire or a public dump in or near woodlands, pasture, brush, 
sprout, waste, or cutover land or where fire may be com- 
municated to such lands, except when the ground is cover- 
ed with snow, without first obtaining a written permit 
from the forest fire warden of the town where the burning 
is to be done unless the same is in the presence of the 
warden or his agent. 

Liability for fires without permit. 

36 Any person causing or kindling a fire without permit of 
the forest fire warden when such permit is required and 
any person by whose negligence of the negligence of his 
agents any fire shall be caused, shall be liable to a civil 
action for the payment to the town or the state or both, 
of the expenses incurred by the forest fire warden or his 
deputy warden in attending or extinguishing such fire. 

Penalties 

38 Any person violating any provisions of section 35 shall 
be fined not more than two hundred dollars or imprisioned 
not more than sixty days.

Gentlemen: 


Last March, at its annual meeting, your town appropriated 
funds for continuing control of the White Pine Blister Rust in 
cooperation with the Forestry and Recreation Commission. Final 
returns to the Forestry Division indicated that 86 towns and cities 
did likewise. 


Conforming to our yearly custom there has been prepared, 
and is attached herewith, a statement briefly summarizing ex- 
penditures of town, state and federal funds. The town contribu- 
tion is used to employ labor, whose duties are the destruction of 
wild Ribes-(Currant and gooseberry bushes)-whether by hand- 
pulling or with the aid of chemicals. State and federal monies 
are spent in mapping pine areas prior to control measures; in 
scouting to determine the location of Ribes; purchase of chemicals 
and spraying equipment and transportation. These expenditures 
appear under the heading of ‘Cooperative Aid.” In view of the 
fact that details of control work vary from town to town, it is 
not possible to report all in a brief statement. However, the 
District Leader in charge of the project in your town will be 
pleased to supply these details upon request. as well as to submit 
a map indicating those sections where this work was performed. 
His name and address appear below. 


Success in state-wide control of the Rust is evident today. 
Travel along highways or through woodlands do not disclose the 
large and frequent areas of infected pines as was the situation 
in the early days of this project. The destruction of millions of 
wild Ribes is definitely reducing, very materially, the spread of 
this disease. 


Since soil disturbances brought about by logging, fire or 
blow-downs may result in a regrowth of Ribes within or adjacent 
to the younger stands of pine, periodic examinations of these 
disturbed areas is necessary to maintain the control already es- 
tablished. The fact that in such inspections, over large acreages, 
but few Ribes are found, is a most encouraging condition from 
two angles. First, that protection to growing crops of white pine 
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is assured, and secondly, that the cost of control is becoming less 
to towns as well as other cooperating agencies. 


Our goal, toward which we are working, is that time when 
the entire state control area will be on a maintenance basis requir- 
ing only minimum funds to sustain this condition.

Report of the Nursing Committee of the Public 
Health Nursing Association of Wolfeboro 
and Vicinity, Inclusive 


Nursing services have continued much as usual during the 
past year. 


Routine physicals have been done by Dr. Gregory in the first, 
third, fifth and seventh grades of Carpenter and Tuftonboro 
schools, and in the ninth and eleventh grades of Brewster Acad- 
emy. Hemoglobin examinations were done on all school children 
last spring. 


Drs. Kipp and Broderick have each been holding a dental 
clinic one morning a week. This schedule seems to meet the needs 
adequately. Special funds have been raised to cover costs of 
these clinics. 


Approximately forty-five adults and students have been 
taken to Dr. Walston in Laconia for eye examination. 


Child health clinics were held at Carpenter School in Feb- 
ruary, March and April. 


In May two state health films were shown for the women of 
the community. Dr. James E. Bovaird, Public Health Officer, 
did a superb job in commenting on the films and answering ques- 
tions during the discussion period which followed. 


There has been considerable exploration into the advisability 
of obtaining an audiometer to be used for hearing tests in the 
schools. It now appears that this desirable addition to public 
health equipment will be forthcoming through a special gift to 
the Association. 


It was surprising to see while compiling statistics that there 
have been approximately 75% fewer first aid treatments at 
school during this past fall than for the comparable period last 
year. No one really has a valid explanation but concentration 
on the famous hula hoop fad may have been an influence in reduc- 
ing the number of injuries on the playground. 


The Nursing Committee and the Association are ever grateful 
to the many individuals and organizations who contribute time, 
money and facilities which make it possible to carry on and im- 
prove the work of the organization.

Report of the Librarian 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro-Brewster Memorial 
Library: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending January l, 
1959 is herewith presented. 


During the year the circulation has stayed at a high level 
due to the fact that many summer visitors, residents, teachers, 
and pupils have made use of the facilities made available to them 
at the library. Brewster bus pupils have continued to take ad- 
vantage of the privilege of visiting the library once a week during 
the lunch hour. 


As in past years, the library has received publicity through 
the services provided by the Gray Birch network, the ‘Granite 
State News,” and the “Laconia Evening Citizen.” The names of 
those participating in the summer reading program were broad- 
cast. 


In April a district meeting of librarians from neighboring 
towns was held at the library. At that meeting library problems 
were discussed. Earlier in the year the library participated in 
a public relations program made possible by Federal funds granted 
New Hampshire libraries. Posters were placed in central places 


Throughout the year several meetings of the editorial board 
of the town history committee were held at the library. 


The library staff gave brief book reviews on the books listed 
in the Congregational-Christian reading at the annual meeting of 
the Woman’s Society of the Congregational Church. 


In order to make library service available to shut-ins, collec- 
tion of books have been placed in the convalescent homes in town. 
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The bulletin boards have been used to display books, jackets, 
and other material in observance of holidays and special events, 
as, for instance, National Book Week, Book Week, and the summer 
reading reports. 


In an effort to expand library service the State Library 
through its mailing service and visits of the bookmobile has ex- 
tended very valuable assistance, making available more books 
than a small library could be expected to provide. 


In the late fall the librarian, assistant librarian, and the 
treasurer of the trustees attended a meeting in the Moultonboro 
Library, the purpose of which was to discuss library budgets for 
the coming year. The leader, the assistant State Librarian, led 
the discussion which followed. 


The circulation of books and magazines for the year was 
31,308 of these classes: adult fiction, 12,896; non-fiction, 6,687; 
children’s 11,725. Four hundred and sixty-two new cards were 
issued. The largest day’s circulation was 233, and the smallest 
twenty-two. Ninety-six books were borrowed from the State 
library exclusive of those left by the bookmobile. 


Five hundred and seventy-one books were added during the 
year. Of this number one hundred and fourteen were gifts. For 
this unusually large number of gifts the librarian wishes to ex- 
press her thanks and appreciation.

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CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Precinct Commissioners and the Inhabitants of 
the Village Fire Precinct in the Town of Wolfeboro: 


I herewith submit my reports of the fire department for the 
year ending December 31, 1958. 


There were 51 calls answered during the year which is one 
of the lowest totals that we have had for several years. The 
calls were 6 box alarms, 2 engineer’s alarms, 1 false alarm, and 
42 still alarms. These were to 36 various types of building fires, 
4 grass fires, 4 automobile and boat fires, 2 smoke scares, and 4 
for first aid and rescue service. 

The department traveled 218 miles, used 5200 feet of 214 
inch hose, 3000 feet of 144 inch hose, 4000 feet of 34, inch hose, 
77 lbs. of Dry Powder, and raised 419 feet of ladders to extin- 
guish the fires. The resuscitator was used on two of the first 
aid calls. 


The estimated value of property involved in fire where there 
was more than $25 damage totaled $199,800.00, the amount of 
insurance carried on these properties was $118,400.00, and the 
insurance payments for damage was $79,718.00. There are two 
small claims that have not yet been completed. 


The front of the fire station was remodeled making two of 
the front doors one foot wider so that truck departure would be 
much easier. A twenty foot section of the metal chimney at the 
station had to be replaced, the roof was recovered with a coating 
of Aluminum Tenkote, and the station painted inside and out. 


The booster tank on the Ladder Truck had to be replaced 
this year and the pump overhauled. The new town radios were 
installed in Engines No. 1 and No. 2, and Hose No. 2 in November 
giving the department two separate communication systems. 
The old radio that was taken from Hose No. 2 was installed in 
Tankvlraucks N Ose): 


Fire Alarm Box No. 65 has been added to the alarm system 
and is located on Center Street near Chester Abbott’s. Box No. 
27 will be on North Main Street near Miss Elizabeth Duggan’s 
and Box No. 57 will be on the New Durham Road near David 
Barco: 

There were seven members of the department attending the 
N. H. State Fire School held at the Meadowwood Fire Department 
on September 18 and 14, 1958. 

I wish at this time to thank the citizens of the town, the 
precinct commissioners, and the members of the department for 
their fine cooperation at all times.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


Generation 


A total of 6,700,140 kilowatt hours was generated during the 
year which is an increase of 10.6% over 1957. Total sales ac- 
counted for 5,373,448 kilowatt hours or an increase of 9%. The 
cost of generation at the buss (not including depreciation or insur- 
ance) was .0155 per kilowatt hour, a decrease of .0006 per kilowatt 
hour over 1957. Although the per kilowatt hour reduction does 
not seem very large it represents a savings of $4,265.00. 


The peak load for the year was 1930 kilowatts recorded at 
6:00 p.m., Aug. 8. This peak was about 200 kilowatts above the 
average daily peak for the months of July and August. It is 
interesting to note that the winter recorded peak was 1420 kilo- 
watts which is about 200 kilowatts over the winter peak of 1957. 
The increase in winter peak and generation is the result of the 
extreme cold weather and the use of electricity for home heating. 


The continued use of heavy fuels has kept the fuel charge 
low. In order to reduce liner and ring wear No. 4 fuel has been 
used in place of No. 6. Although No. 4 fuel costs slightly more 
than No. 6 the savings in maintenance of the engines more than 
offsets the added costs. 


Failure of the bearing on the generator shaft of the 1600 
H. P. engine Nov. 24, caused a complete blackout of the town for 
about 20 minutes. The unit was repaired and returned to service 
Dec. 28. Unfortunately the bearing lasted only 36 hours. No 
outage occurred when the bearing failed at 9:20 p.m., Dec. 24. 
An inspection and repair crew was rushed to Wolfeboro by the 
engine manufacturer to determine the cause of failure and to 
correct same. The inspection disclosed a slight pinching of the 
bearing in several of the bearing saddles causing a misalignment 
of the lower shaft in the last three bearings. This condition is 
now being corrected by the engine manufacturer and it is expected 
that the engine will be returned to service by the middle of 
February. 


Distribution 


A review of the load and voltage conditions of our circuits 
indicate a need to gradually change the distribution voltage from 
2400 to 4160Y. The “South Wolfeboro” circuit was converted to 
the higher voltage in 1957. Due to the conditions of load and 
voltage drop on the “North Main St. - Sewall Road” circuit this 
circuit will be converted next, possibly during the spring of 1959. 
Rather than change the voltage of generation it seems more 
advisable to use transformers to convert the voltage to 4160. 
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To continue to provide continuous service it has become more 
importance to trim our lines so that falling branches, sleet, and 
wind damage will be held toa minimum. Keeping lines trimmed 
is a continuous problem with most electric utilities and the co- 
operation of property owners is needed. Careful pruning does not 
destroy the beauty or the health of the trees. 


The Civilian Defense two way radio system installed by the 
town has been a great aid to the Electric Department. This mod- 
ern equipment far surpasses the second hand radio equipment 
installed in our vehicles in 1955. Dispatching repair equipment 
by radio during outages is accomplished quickly and economically. 
All Town Departments operate on the same frequency which 
makes for better coordination and cooperation between Depart- 
ments. 


General 


During 1958 the electric utilities over most of the country 
have displayed a great interest in electric heating for homes. 
Contrary to the first impressions of high costs, necessity of in- 
creasing generation facilities and line capacity, and inefficiency, 
studies by leading manufacturers of electrical equipment and the 
electric utilities industry have proved that electric home heating 
is economical, diversified and most efficient. In keeping with 
the findings of these studies it has been reported that one of the 
biggest suppliers to the electric utilities will promote electric 
heating in an information and advertising campaign in 1959. 


It is generally accepted that if electric heat can be supplied 
to a customer for a cost of between .015 and .017 cents per kilo- 
watt hour it then becomes an economical source of heat. This 
makes our rate very favorable. As of the end of December 18 
customers were using electricity as their heat source. Heat re- 
quirements are being calculated for several more installations to 
be installed before the end of the present heating season. The 
All Electric Home is no longer the product of science fiction writers 
but is a reality which is available to all served by this Department. 


Every effort is made to maintain continuous service to our 
customers but conditions beyond our control may cause an occa- 
sional service interruption. The cooperation of our customers 
in reporting loss of service will assist the repair crews in locating 
and correcting the trouble. Customers should call even though 
he assumes the outage has been reported. 


Effective Jan. 1, 1959 and in accordance with approval of 
Article 8 of the 1958 Precinct Warrant, same article appearing in 
the Town Warrant and approved by the Town voters, The Wolfe- 
boro Village Fire Precinct is now dissolved and the property, 
assets, and liabilities of the Precinct are now transferred to the 
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Town. This ends 61 years of operation by the Electric Depart- 
ment of the Precinct. 


During the past 61 years the Electric Department has grown 
from a capacity of 40 H. P. in 1897 to 3935 H. P. in 1958; changed 
the prime purpose of providing electricity for street lights to 
providing electric service for the All Electric Home; increased 
assets from $6,000.00 to $1,048,990.30; change from purchased 
power, to steam in 1912, to diesel engines in 1927. A review of 
the record over the past 61 years proves the merit of this municipal 
operation supported by the people of the Precinct and made pos- 
sible by the devoted personnel of the Department.
